On September 17, 2005, Sergeants Marshall Baird and Richard Smith along with 
Lieutenant Curtis Jensen of Internal Affairs Bureau responded to East 124" 
Street, Los Angeles (unincorporated county area), regarding a Deputy Involved Hit 
Shooting involving personnel from Century Station. Homicide Lieutenant Daniel 
Rosenberg, along with Investigators Randy Seymour, Kathleen Gallagher, Paul 
Fournier, Richard Tomlin, Steve Katz and Linda Muse were on scene to conduct the 
criminal investigation. Michael Gennaco from the Office of Independent Review also 
responded. 


On September 17, 2005, at approximately 1400 hours, Century Deputies Noe Garcia 
and Francisco Maldonado were traveling northbound on Mona Avenue at 124" Street. 
Deputy Garcia was the driver and Deputy Maldonado was the passenger. As they 
stopped at the stop sign at 124" Street, both deputies heard approximately eight to ten 
gunshots nearby and turned westbound on East 124" Street in order to investigate the 
source. Deputy Maldonado immediately broadcasted via Sheriff's radio what they had 
heard and requested additional units. 


The deputies immediately observed a male Black, later identified as Harold Tassin, 
holding a blue steel pistol in his right hand and running at full speed on the sidewalk in 
their direction. Unbeknownst to the deputies, Suspect Tassin was fleeing from a crime 
scene on East 124" Street, after shooting a rival gang member several times. 


Deputy Garcia stopped his patrol vehicle in front of [Д5 ome eo 4] The 
deputies got out of their vehicle, drew their service pistols and took cover behind the 
driver's and passenger's side doors, respectively. At the same time Tassin crouched 
behind several trash cans along the curb at Еа! 124" Street. 


Suddenly, Tassin “popped up” from the trash cans and pointed his weapon directly at 
the deputies. Fearing for their own lives, Garcia and Maldonado fired multiple rounds at 
Tassin, who began running south along the driveway. Tassin continued pointing his 
weapon at the deputies before he jumped over a chain link fence. After traversing the 
fence, Tassin dropped his weapon onto the driveway, picked it up, and again pointed it 
in the direction of the deputies. Deputy Garcia fired additional rounds at Tassin before 
he disappeared from their view in the backyard of the location. 


Suspect Tassin was found by a Sheriff's K9 hiding in the backyard. When Tassin was 


arrested, deputies discovered he had sustained a single gunshot wound to his right 
knee and was treated by paramedics at the scene. 
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A sent dog located Tassin's weapon, a Colt .45 caliber semiautomatic pistol nearby, 
where he had thrown it while fleeing. 


The summary of this incident is based on physical evidence collected at the scene by 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Scientific Services Bureau personnel. 
Additionally, it is based upon information obtained from interviews of the involved 
employees and witnesses, whose individual statements are contained in the Homicide 
Bureau investigative package and verbatim transcripts. (Refer to Exhibit A) 


On August 8, 2006, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office Justice Integrity 
Division completed its review of this deputy involved shooting and concluded the 
following: "Given the appearance of a rapidly evolving, potentially life-threatening 
situation that confronted Deputies Garcia and Maldonado, we conclude both deputies 
acted lawfully in self-defense and the defense of others." (Refer to Exhibit B)

Also 
present in the interview was Deputy Garcia’s attorney, Helen Schwab from the Law 
Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was tape recorded. Deputy Garcia was 
also interviewed on October 24, 2006, at approximately 1132 hours by Sergeants 
Marshall Baird and Richard Smith of Internal Affairs Bureau. Present during this 
interview was Garcia's attorney, Helen Schwab. This interview was also tape recorded. 
The following is a summary of both interviews: 


On the day of the incident, Deputy Garcia began his shift at approximately [hours. 
He was partnered with Deputy Francisco Maldonado. They were designated unit 
“213B.” Deputy Garcia was wearing a Class “A” uniform with a Sam Brown belt, 
ballistic vest and black boots. He also carries a back up weapon; however, he did not 
utilize it in this incident. 


Deputy Garcia said he was driving northbound on Mona Blvd and as he stopped at the 
stop sign at 124" Street, he heard approximately eight to ten gunshots. He said the 
gunshots seemed to originate from mid block on 124" between Mona and Willowbrook, 
west of where they were at. Garcia and his partner both acknowledged to each other 
that they had heard gunshots. 


Deputy Garcia said Maldonado then got on the radio and broadcast what they had 
heard. He said Maldonado advised other Century units that they had 923's in the area, 
and they were going check it out. 


IAB NOTE: The initial request or emergency broadcast via Sheriff's radio 
regarding the '923's" occurred at 1400 hours. Within fifteen 
seconds after the initial broadcast, the deputies broadcast the 
*998." For further information refer to CD audio tape (Time 
stamped at 7:00 minutes), Exhibit E. 


Deputy Garcia said he then turned westbound on 124" from Mona in the direction of 
where they heard the gunshots coming from. As they were driving westbound, both of 
them acknowledged seeing a male Black running eastbound in their direction on the 
south curb line. He said the suspect was holding a dark-colored handgun in his right 
hand. Garcia said the suspect was looking backwards over his shoulder westbound, 
and he was running at full-speed in their direction. 


Deputy Garcia said at that point, he pulled their radio car toward the south curb. As 


they came to a stop, Garcia said the suspect appeared to make eye contact with them. 
He said the suspect then immediately ran toward two trash cans which were in front of 
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124" Street and hid behind them momentarily. Garcia said as they both exited 
the radio car, the suspect emerged from behind the trash cans and pointed his handgun 
in their direction. 


Deputy Garcia said fearing for his safety and the safety of his partner, he fired four to 
six rounds from his handgun at the suspect from behind his driver's door. Garcia said 
at the time, he thought Tassin may have fired at him and his partner. He also said he 
heard his partner fire his weapon. 


Deputy Garcia said the suspect continued running south in the driveway to a chain link 
fence and jumped over it. He said as the suspect hit the ground on the other side of 
the fence, he dropped a “walkman” and his handgun onto the driveway. Garcia said he 
remembered hearing the suspect's gun hit the concrete. He said the suspect then 
picked the handgun with his left hand and continued to run south in the driveway. As 
the suspect is running, Garcia said he (suspect) looked back at them again to see 
where they were. He said the suspect then brought his left hand up and pointed his 
gun at them again. Garcia said in order to "stop the threat he shot "one more volley 
[of rounds[/at the suspect. The suspect then continued to run in southwesterly direction 
between two houses on the property and out of view. 


Deputy Garcia said he and his partner then took cover along a solid wood fence on the 
adjacent property east of the location pending the arrival of assisting Century 
personnel. He said during this time, his partner Deputy Maldonado was broadcasting 
information regarding the suspect. 


Deputy Garcia that he was able to identify Suspect Tassin in a field show-up after he 
was apprehended. He said detectives also confirmed with him that Tassin had been 
involved in a shooting at MERERI. prior to their contact.

MALDONADO, Francisco 

Deputy Francisco Maldonado was interviewed on September 17, 2005, at 
approximately 1900 hours by Homicide Investigators Seymour and Gallagher at 
Century Station. Also present in the interview was Deputy Maldonado's attorney, Helen 
Schwab from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was tape recorded. 
Deputy Maldonado was also interviewed on October 24, 2006, at approximately 1200 
hours by Sergeants Marshall Baird and Richard Smith of Internal Affairs Bureau. 
Present during this interview was Maldonado’s attorney, Helen Schwab. This interview 
was also tape recorded. The following is a summary of both interviews: 


On the day of the incident, Deputy Maldonado began his shift at approximately ЙА 
hours. He was partnered with Deputy Noe Garcia. They were designated Century unit 
*213B." Deputy Maldonado was wearing a Class "A" uniform with a Sam Brown belt, 
ballistic vest and black boots. 
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Deputy Maldonado said that at approximately 1400 hours, he and his partner Deputy 
Garcia were traveling northbound on Mona at 124" Street, when he heard "eight to ten 
gunshots." He said the shots originated from the west of them, about mid block on 
124" street. Maldonado said he "immediately got on the radio over SCC access 
channel" and advised Century units to switch over to L-tac regarding the gunshots on 
124". He also said he requested an air ship. 


Deputy Maldonado said as they turned westbound on 124" to look for the source of the 
gunshots, he saw a male black with a black semi-auto handgun in his right hand 
running eastbound on the south sidewalk in their direction. He said the suspect was 
wearing a white t-shirt and blue jeans. As the suspect closed the distance to about 
twenty-five yards, the suspect turned and looked back in the direction of where he was 
coming from. Maldonado said when the suspect turned back around, he appeared to 
make eye contact with them. He said the suspect then “ducked slightly” behind two 
trash cans in front oll East 124" Street. 


Deputy Maldonado said Deputy Garcia immediately stopped their vehicle at an angle 
westbound on 124" Street just east о Ег! 124" Street. Deputy Maldonado 
exited the passenger side of his car and immediately took up a position in front of the 
passenger door of his car, adjacent to the engine compartment with his handgun 
pointed at the suspect. He said the suspect then stood up and began running ina 
southwesterly direction. Simultaneous with this, the suspect turned his upper torso to 
the left, raised his right hand across his body, and pointed a blue steel semi-automatic 
handgun in his direction. Maldonado said fearing for his life and the life of his partner, 
he shot a about “two to four” rounds at the suspect. 


Deputy Maldonado said as the suspect continued running south in the driveway toward 
a chain link fence he decided, based upon his] to move away from his vehicle 
believing the next time the suspect looked back at them he was going to be looking at 
their patrol car. As Maldonado began moving away from the radio car to “more 
appropriate cover or concealment,” the suspect jumped over the chain link fence and 
that’s when he heard a metal-hitting-concrete sound. Maldonado said he temporarily 
lost sight of the suspect as he (Maldonado) made the transition to the adjacent 
property. When he regained sight of the suspect, the suspect was still running but was 
now looking back with the gun pointing backwards in his left hand. He said at first 
glance he believed he would be forced to fire his weapon again, but recognized the 
suspect was no longer a threat when the suspect lowered his weapon, turned his whole 
body forward, and ran westbound and out-of -view. 


Deputy Maldonado said as he was “running for new cover and concealment away from 
his radio car,” he was broadcasting information to responding units. He said he and his 
partner remained at this position until relieved by assisting units.
